An  Act  to  provide  for  the  salaries  and  allowances  of  holders  of  certain 
offices  and  for  other  matters  connected  therewith . 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  salaries  and  Allowances  of 
holders  of  certain  offices  and  for  other  matters  connected  therewith; 

It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows; — 


1.  (!)  This  Actmay  becalledlhe  WeslBengal  Salaries  and  Allowances 
Act,  1952. 

(2)  It  shall  be  deemed  to  have  come  into  force  on  the  1 3th  day  of  June, 
1952. 


2.  In  this  Act,  unless  there  is  anything  repugnant  in  the  subject  or 
context, — 

(a)  “Chief  Minister",  “Minister",  "Minister  of  State",  "Deputy 
Minister”  and  'Tarli amentary  Secretary"  mean  respectively 
the  Chief  Minister,  a Minister,  a Minister  of  Slate,  a Deputy 
Minisierand  a Parliamentary  Secretary  of  the  Government  or 
West  Bengal; 

(b)  “Speaker"  and  "Deputy  Speaker7’  mean  respectively  the 
Speaker  and  Deputy  Speaker  of  the  WeslBengal  Legislative 
Assembly  ^ 

(c)  “residence"  includes  garden,  lawn  or  compound  and  any 
quarters  for  staff  and  servants  and  other  buildings  appurtenant 
thereto;

per  month,  to  each  Minister  a salary  of  Rs.  1,800  per  month,  to  each

Provided  that  the  Chief  Minister  or  a Minister,  Minister  of  State  or 
Deputy  Minister  may,  at  his  option,  draw  the  sumptuary  allowance  as 
aforesaid  proportionately  cither  monthly  or  bimonthly  or  quarterly. 

3(4)  There  shall  be  paid  to  the  Chief  Minister  and  to  each  of  the 
Minsters.  Ministers  of  Slate,  Deputy  Minsters  and  Parliamentary  Secretaries 
a 6[eonsiituency  allowance  of  Rs,  12,000  per  year]  in  their  capacity  as 
Member  of  the  West  Bengal  Legislative  Assembly:

(Sections  7-9.) 

7.  The  Chief  Minister,  the  Ministers,  ihc  Ministers  of  Slate,  the 
Deputy  Ministers  and  the  Parliamentary  Secretaries, 1 [shall,  at  such  rates 
and  upon  such  conditions  as  the  S Late  Government  may  by  rules2  determine, 
be  entitled  to  travelling  and  daily  allowances  while  touring  on  public 
business  and  to  reimbursement  for  medical  expenses.] 

38.  (1)  Theprovisions  of  sub-section  (1 ) ofsection  3 of  this  Act  shall 

apply  in  relation  to  the  Speaker  as  they  apply  in  relation  to  the  Chief 
Minister  and  Hie  remaining  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  apply  in  relation  to 
the  Speaker  as  they  apply  in  relation  to  a Minister. 

(2)  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  apply  in  relation  to  the  Deputy 
Speaker  as  they  apply  in  relation  to  a Minister  of  Slate. 

4(3)  The  provisions  of  sub-section  (4)  of  section  3 shall  apply  in 
relation  to  the  Speaker  as  they  apply  in  relation  to  the  Chief  Minister  and 
shall  also  apply  in  relation  to  the  Deputy  Speaker  as  they  apply  in  relation 
to  a Minister  of  State. 

58A-  Any  person  to  whom  the  provi  sions  of  thi  s Act  appl y may , i n hi s 
discretion,  draw  a lesser  salary  lhan  that  provided  for  him  in  this  Act  and 
may  also  draw  any  allowance  to  which  he  is  entitled  under  this  Act  at  a rate 
lesser  than  the  rale  provided  for  him  under  this  Act. 

9.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  the  Bengal  Legislative 
Chambers  (Members’  Emoluments)  Act,  1937,  the  Deputy  Speaker  of  the  Ben,  Aa  it 
West  Bengal  Legislative  Assembly  and  the  Deputy  Chairman  of  the  West  of  1937- 
Bengal  Legislative  Council  shall  not  be  entitled  to  draw  any  salaries  or 
allowances  6[oiher  than  daily  allowance,]  under  the  provisions  of  that  Act.

An  Act  to  amend  the  West  Bengal  Salaries  and  Allowances  Act,  1952 , 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  West  Bengal  Salaries  and 
Allowances  Act,  1952,  for  the  purposes  and  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
appearing; 

It  is  hereby  enacted  in  the  Fifty- first  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India,  by 
the  Legislature  of  West  Bengal,  as  follows: — 

1.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  West  Bengal  Salaries  and 
Allowances  (Amendment)  Act,  2000. 

(2)  It  shall  be  deemed  to  have  come  into  force  on  the  27lh  day  of 
November,  1999. 

2.  In  clause  (a)  of  section  2 of  the  West  Bengal  Salaries  and 
Allowances  Act,  1952  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  principal  Act), — 

(1)  for  the  words  1 “Chief  Minister1',  “Minister”,',  the  words 
1 “Chief  Minister”,  “Deputy  Chief  Minister",  “Minister"; 
shall  be  substituted,  and 

(2)  for  the  words  “the  Chief  Minister,  a Minister,”,  the  words 
“the  Chief  Minister,  the  Deputy  Chief  Minister,  a Minister,” 
shall  be  substituted. 

3.  In  section  3 of  the  principal  Act, — 

(1)  in  the  marginal  note,  after  the  words  “Chief  Minister/’,  the 
words  “Deputy  Chief  Minister,”  shall  be  inserted; 
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(2)  in  sub-section  (1),  after  the  words,  Idlers  and  figures  “to  the 
Chief  Minister  a salary  of  Rs.  2,300  per  month,”,  the  words 
“to  the  Deputy  Chief  Minister  and”  shall  be  inserted; 

(3)  in  sub-section  (3), — 

(a)  afterlhe  words,  letters  and  figures  “totheChicf  Minister 
a sumptuary  allowance  of  Rs.  1 8,000  per  year  and",  the 
words  “to  the  Deputy  Chief  Minister  and”  shall  be 
inserted,  and 

(b)  in  the  proviso,  after  the  words  “the  Chief  Minister  or”, 
the  words  “the  Deputy  Chief  Minister  or”  shall  be 
inserted; 

(4)  in  sub-section  (4), — 

(a)  after  the  words  “the  Chief  Minister”,  the  words  “and  the 
Deputy  Chief  Minister”  shall  be  inserted; 

(b)  in  the  proviso,  after  the  words  “the  Chief  Minister”,  the 
words  “or  the  Deputy  Chief  Minister'' shall  be  inserted. 

4.  In  section  4 of  the  principal  Act, — 

(1)  in  the  marginal  note,  after  the  words  MC hi ef  Minister”,  the 
words  “,  Deputy  Chief  Minister”  shall  be  inserted; 

(2)  in  sub-section  (1),  after  the  words  “The  Chief  Minister”,  the 
words  “,  the  Deputy  Chief  Minister”  shall  be  inserted; 

(3)  in  sub-section  (2),  after  the  words  “the  Chief  Minister",  the 
words  “or  the  Deputy  Chief  Minister”  shall  be  inserted. 

5.  In  section  5 of  the  principal  Act, — 

(1)  in  the  marginal  note,  after  the  words  “Chief  Minister",  the 
words  ”,  Deputy  Chief  Minister”  shall  be  inserted; 

(2)  after  the  words  ‘The  Chief  Mi  nister",  the  words  “the  Depu  ty 
Chief  Minister,”  shall  be  inserted.

Ordinance,  1999,  is  hereby  repealed. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  such  repeal,  anything  done  or  any  action  taken 
under  the  principal  Act  its  amended  by  the  said  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  validly  done  or  taken  under  the  principal  Act  as  amended  by 
this  Act  as  if  this  Act  were  in  force  when  such  thing  was  done  or  such  action 
was  taken.
